Epiſt. to Stru= 
mus in the end ofthe. booke, and 8, of his 
Millellans : wher he vitereth theſe words of 
| the proccedings of Proteſtante wrighters, 
{ Doctors and pillars of che reformed Church: 
The ſtate of the queſiion that it may not be n+ 
derſtood, wee often with ſett purpoſe ouerclowde 
| with darknes : Things which are manifeft wee 
impudently denye, Things falſe without shame wee 
| auouch. Things playcinly impyans weepropoſe as 
firſt principalls of fayth : Things Orthodoxal wee 
condemne of hariſye ; Scripture at our pleaſure 
wee detort to our dreames &c. To omittI ſaye 
the prementioned motiues with many more 
which exccedingly averteth me from the Pro- 
teſtant Congrepation ; the prime motiues, 
which warrante my avcrſion from Protc- 
ſtants , arc for that not onely I haue ofcn 
heard them avecrre that the Church of Chriſt 
might crre in matteis of fayth: and read their 
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ligion pronounceth theſe words. The Pro- | 
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many teftimonyes that -1t hadd erred X made 


an vniverſall Apoltaſye, and that for A longe 
ſpace Truth was vnknowae , before that 
Martin Luther an Apoſtata, both from the 
holy order of S. Auguſtins Eremitticall 
Fryers; and the Catholique Church, became 
anew Apoftle to them, whom they tearme 
a man ſent from God, to illuminate the 
world , another Elias : Firſt Apoſtle of the 
pure refined Goſpell ; The father of Pro- 
reſtants, and reformer, which reſtored the 
decayed Church of Chriſt to the primitiue 
Modell whichis moſt blaſphemous, contra- 
ry to the predictions of the auncient. (Nore.) 
Prophetts , contrary to the promiſes made by 
God and Chriſt touchinge the perpetuall 
exiſtence and aſſiſtance of his Church: yea di- 
ſtruQiue of Chriſt himſclfe : The new Te- 
ſtamenr: The Creed of the Apoſtles , and 
exceedingly ſtrengthennige and advantaginge 
the perverſe Simgogue of the Iewes , as 
here aſter inplace convenyent I will further 
declare, not onely ( Ilayc) this : which prin= 
cipally moverth me aboue all ; bur allſoe that 
I finde in the 39. Articles of the publique 
Confeſſion of the fayth and Religion or En= 
elish Proteſtants , that particuler Churches, 
as namely Teruſulem , Antioch &c. might as 
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well cxrce in-matter of fayth, as in livinge and 
Cercmonyes : Now ſceinge in reallitye , the 
Engltshe reformed Conpregation is but a 
particuler Church : not onely tor place, 


{| but for that it is never able to demon=- 


ſtrate that any other Congregation of men 
in the vnivcrſall World , eyther before Lu- 
ther or ſince Luther., ever had Communion 
with them in the 39. Articles which is the 
propper cf{enceof ourEnglitle Proteftant Re= 
Iigion:{ Note.) Howbcrt by the way I doe grit, 
thatas thcr are many falfityes howfoever dif- 
ferent compared to each other, yet all arc 
againſt onetruth, Soelykewilcall Sefts, that 
formerly were , and now are , as Proteſtants, 
Anabaptiſts, Puritancs, Browniſts, Sacramen- 
taryes, Hugonotes, Arminians, Gomoriſts, 
Soſfinians , Scmilutherans , &c. howſoever 
they 1arr and impugne one another m many 
and werghty controuerſfies of fayth,as appeare 
by their innumerable bookes eagerly writt 
againſt one another : yct in this one thinge 
they accord by Common vnion , or rather 
Conſpire, ( to witt ) againſt the Roman 
Church, which clerely difcovereth it to be 
the truc Church of Chriſt, were all Catholi- 
nes ſilent wn her bchalfe: If then the English 
ongregation be but a particular Church;

Soe deſtitute are they of the ayde of holy writt 
which vaynely and frequently they pretend, 
ſoc that the ſaycinge of the holy Prophet 1s 
well verifyed in them, The vngodly hane tould 
we their fables, but not as thy Lawe, P1.118.Burt 
whetcr haue theſe frivolous impertinences of 
Proteſtants wrested my diſcourſe > To retur- 
ne then tothe Byble, on which folye they 
pretend to build all their fayth. although itbe 
not controuerted betucne Catholiques and 
Proteſtants , or any other nomynated Chri- 
ſtians : whether God hathany worde written 
which is infallable, vſually called the holy 
Scripture ?

Keep ſafe thoſe Recordes wherby thoſemany 
hundred Thowlonds of Chriſt virgins make 
their Clayme to the incſtimable reward al- 
loted for their vowe of Chaſtitye : As eafily 
wee may belciue, that the Arke,and the Idoll 
Dagon may be placed together. But indeed 
though yow haue the Roman Churches war-

lyable to Error. what infallible afſurancehaue 
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their tranſlation : eſpecially ſceinge many of 
their brethren hardly Cenſure it: How fall 
I approne ( {ayth M. Burges) vader my hand 4 
tranſlation which hath many emiſſions , many 
additions , which ſometymes obſcureth , ſome= 
eymes perverteth the ſence, beinge ſometymes 
ſenceles, ſometymes Contrarye : M. Bronghton 
the great Hebritian thus layth , The publique 
tranſlation of the Scripture im Englith is ſuch, 
as it perverteth the Text of the old Teſtament in

ſeth Millions of Millions to reied the new Te- 
ſtament, and to runne into eternall flames: 
And to omitt how Bishopp Tunſtall noated

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ticks yea verilie. What marvill then isit, that 
when they {ce their Doctrine Condemned 
of hercuicall novelty if they contemne the 
'Churches authority in Generall Counſells,and 
reie& the auncient Fathers : As patrons of 
Papiſtrie: (Note) What mirvill I laye ſecinge 
in theſe they finde their condemnation 1n 
moſt Articles, now in conteſtation if they af- 
firme the Churches crrabilitic in matters of 
Fayth :. True it is asS. Paul fayes , that an he- 
retick 15 condemned by bis owne Indoment 
ſccinge he diſclaymes from the authority of 
Gods Churchs W hich 1s the pillarand faun- 
dation oftruth : and betrampleth the Paſtors 
and Doctors, lights of the Church , in which 
he manifeſtly preferreth himſclfe before the 
holy Ghoſt the ruler and director of the 
Church.

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Now to come to the tryall of the auncient 
Fathers, who interpreted the Scriptures with 
great fame and prayle, inthe Church of God, 
and lived within the firſt fixe hundred yearcs; 


which tymes they acknowledg to be pure, 


and therfore appeale vnto them, as beſt able 
to wittnes the profeſſion of fayth of the pri 
mittue Church , as beinge the Paſtors and 
Doors therof. For brevity ſake I will for- 
beare to alledge the Fathers teſtimonies in 
prooffe of Catholiques doQrine , which I 
haue readc , BurI will make evident by the 
plaync Confeſſions of the beft Champions 
of the reformed Church, and greateſt aducr- 
ſarics of Catholiques that the auncient Fa- 
thers in Controverſies of Religion are on the 
Cathouliques ſide, for which reaſon they Cen- 
{ure them. For cxam ple, to begin with S. Pe- 
texs primatic , M. Fulk when the conſent of 
aunctent Fathers were allceged againſt them 
to that purpole, vpon the words of Chriſt: 
Theu art Petcr and vpon thce will I build my 
Church, Anſwereth it Cannot be denyed , but 
divers of the auncient Fater otherwiſe goodly and 
learned, were deceived, in opinion of Peters pre 
rogatime : And Zantius another preat Prote- 
itant layth, the Fathers expoſition, pon this 
Rock, that is vpon Peter is not admitied,, And

But is not Luther then the author of the 
Proteſtant reformation with his brethren to 
be eſtcemed for havinge endeavoured ro re- 
forme the Church in diyerſc-manie points of 
Fayth, wherin they affirme for mamic ages $he 
hath erred : Surlic noe : except wee should 
honnor and efteeme thoſe who renew Aun» 
cient condemned herefies, and hereticall 
manners, wherof Luther and his {caries are 
ina heigh degree guiltie : But as for reforma- 
tion inmatrers of fayth : wherin they pretend. 
the Church hath erred : They are rather tobe 
avoyded. who yloriesin any ſuch title: (Note) 
Seinge that hercin they deſtroy the God- 
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| head of Chriſt, and make him an impoſture 
for if the Church of Chriſt which he promi- 
| ed foe firmely to build on 4 Rocke, as that 
Hell gates Should never prevaile againſt her, 
and vntothe Paſtors wherof he promiſed that | 
he would affiſt to the Conſummation of the * 
world, and give them the fpiritt of Truth to 
abyde with them forever for the teachinge of 
them all truth : If1 {aye the Church of Chriſt 
could, or had erred in matters of fayth; as the | 
pretended . reformers affirme , Then doth it 
follow that they make Chriſt not omnipotent, 
ble to vphold his Church , againſt her ene- | 
mics , and foe deſtroy his Godhead : or an 
impoſteur in not fullfillinge what he pro- 
miſcd , becauſe the Church for Errors of 
fayth, and want of truth, isas much deſtroyed, 
as a man if he wanteth, or is deficient 1n any 
one »f his effentiall parts , ( to witr ) ifhe be 
not a livinge, or areaſonable Creture, The 
defe& of any of theſe deſtroycs him. Soc in 
Iyke manner if the true Church of Chriſt 
could Erre in fayth, or fayle in truth which 
is eflentiall to the Church,it could not ſubſiſt 
potſiblic : For accordinge to themlelues the | 
Church cſſcntiallie is a Congregation of 
taythtull where trucly the worde of God and 
the Sacraments arc adminiſtred 5; whertore 
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if the worde and Sacraments haue  crro- 
nioully been adminiſtred for ſoc many ages 
a5 they pretend , then Conſcquentlic ot necel- 
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HI! gates prevayled againſt her : And foe by 


God: and that the Iewes may well rcic& him, 
and the Goſpells anounceinge and {peakinge 
of him, as a grande impoſtour , which is moſt 
blaſphemous. And this dodrine of the Chure 
ches crror in fyyth,by which Proteſtants pre 
tend to iufſtihe their revolte and ſperation of

mn Celebrated formerly in Greece although 


now vnfortunatelie , as all knowes they be 


ſepated by reaſon of the hercſic touchinge | 
the Holic Ghoft &c. Mercouer their fucceſho 
hath bin interrupted by the iptruſion of 
maine hereticall and not lawfully ordayned 
Bishopp's , as confeclledlic 1s aucrred , by all 
Catholiques , and cannot be denied by Pro- 
teſtants: Neyther the Turkishe Mahometans, 
for they hauc not had exiſtance in the world 
ever fince Chriſt histyme,and ſoe cannot glu- 
ricof their Antiquitie , profeſſinge Chriſtian !

the Sacraments : The verification -of this 
propheſie can be drawne from noe other teſti- 
monte then the evidence of Ecclefiaſticall 
hitory. And truly it is a ſtrange incredible 
thinge, That ſecinge Chriſt Church is (oe vi- 
ble, as he 1scomparcd to a Tabernacle pla» 
ced inthe ſonne,, to A light not hidd vnder a 
bushell ; but placed on a Candleſticke and 
finally eo a Citty of everlaſtinge foundation, 
butlded vpon 4 mountaine , which was in
